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President's  Message 

1966  was  an  historic  year  in  the  life  of  The  Cleveland  Society 
for  the  Blind.  A monumental  event  occurred.  I refer  to  the  com- 
pletion and  dedication  of  the  new  SIGHT  CENTER.  This  fulfillment 
of  a fifteen  year  dream  represents  endless  hours  of  planning  and 
follow-through  by  Board  and  Staff  and  a high  degree  of  interest 
and  understanding  of  our  needs  by  architect  and  builder  alike. 
Of  course  this  building  could  not  have  been  possible  without  the 
generous  gifts  of  Board  members,  volunteers,  community  founda- 
tions, and  many  friends  of  the  agency.

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A The  hands  threading  this  needle  belong  to  a totally  blind 
woman.  Sewing,  along  with  all  the  other  aspects  of  home- 
making and  good  grooming,  is  just  a part  of  the  training 
given  by  the  Sight  Center’s  three  home  teachers.  High- 
light of  the  home  teaching  program  in  '66  was  a federal 
grant  from  the  Administration  of  Aging,  setting  up  a pi- 
lot project  dealing  with  newly  blinded  older  persons. 

Presently  there  are  3,251  legally  blind  persons  regis- 
tered. 1,113  individuals  actively  received  services  in 
1966  from  the  Sight  Center’s  various  programs. 


B To  the  average  person  this  looks  like  an  ordinary  re- 
cord player— but  to  the  12 59  blind  people  using  the  Talk- 
ing book  machines  in  the  Cleveland  area,  it's  a personal 
public  library  providing  them  with  books,  magazines  and 
periodicals.  A major  part  in  this  program  is  played  by 
the  Telephone  Pioneers,  who  voluntarily  maintain  and 
repair  the  Talking  book  machines. 

C This  low  vision  aid  may  spell  the  difference  between 
independence  and  dependence  for  this  visually  handi- 
capped youngster.  Of  the  316  persons  that  were  referred 
to  the  Society's  Low  Vision  Clinic  in  1966,  more  than  60 
received  prescriptions  for  one  or  more  of  the  numerous 
optical  aids  now  available  to  assist  persons  with  some 
residual  vision. 


Children’s  Services 


A Teenagers  — 90  strong  — 
took  in  the  Beatle  concert. 


B A smaller  group  joined  with  Euclid  Y members 
for  frugging  lessons.  There  was  a trip  to  the  circus 
—the  Play  House  — and  a record  hop  with  Jerry 
G and  Co. 


C Children’s  Services  had  a more  serious  side 
to  it.  In  conjunction  with  the  Rehabilitation  De- 
partment, parents  of  blind  children  attended  three 
seminars  on  Mobility.  This  was  carried  a step  fur- 
ther with  parents  holding  a blindfolded  pot  luck 
supper  . . . picking  up  tips  on  table  manners  for 
their  visually  handicapped  children.  A talk  by 
weatherman  Dick  Goddard  led  to  a trip  to  WJW  to 
learn  more  about  television  weather  forecasting. 
The  mystery  of  outer  space  unfolded  when  the 
children  visited  the  NASA  exhibit  which  was  on 
display  at  the  Sight  Center  for  several  weeks.  The 
success  of  the  Children’s  Services  program  might 
best  be  measured  by  a remark  voiced  by  a visitor 
at  a Teen  dance,  “How  do  you  tell  the  blind 
from  the  sighted?  . . . they’re  all  doing  the 
same  thing!” 
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A Work  adjustment  for  Rehab  clients  provides  them  with  real  work  experience 
under  close  supervision.  B Aptitude,  dexterity,  motor  co-ordination  are  deter- 
mined in  the  Pre- Vocational  (job  sample)  shop.  C Craft  activities  in  occupational 
therapy  play  a major  role  in  vocational  assessment.  D A skilled  medical  trans- 
criber in  a local  hospital  is  only  one  of  many  job  placements  made  possible 
through  the  co-ordinated  efforts  of  C.S.B.  and  the  State  Bureau  of  Services  for 
the  Blind.  E Setting  a table,  cooking  a meal  — home  making  and  related  skills  — 
testing  and  training  in  the  Activities  for  Daily  Living  Suite.  F Group  therapy 
provides  insight  into  problems  often  met  by  the  visually  handicapped  person. 
G Mobility  takes  many  forms— -it  encompasses  hearing  training,  orientation  to 
surroundings,  physical  fitness,  concept  of  size  and  shape,  as  well  as  the  tech- 
niques of  using  the  long  cane.  H More  than  40  blindfolded  parents  of  visual ly 
handicapped  children  learned  first-hand  mobility  techniques  through  a seminar 
held  in  May.  J Communications  to  most  means  “braille.”  However  the  scope  is 
much  wider— typing  — telephoning  — dictating  — all  the  skills  needed  to  com- 
municate in  our  work-a-day  world. 

253  visually  handicapped  people  received  services  from  the  Rehabili- 
tation Department  in  1966.  Of  these,  152  were  sponsored  by  the  Cleve- 
land Society  for  the  Blind,  52  were  financed  through  the  Vocational 
Rehabilitation  Administration  federally  funded  Multiple  Disability 
Program,  and  32  were  referrals  from  the  State  Bureau  of  Services  for 
the  Blind.  Their  capabilities  and  aptitudes  were  evaluated  and  per- 
sonal adjustment  measured.  A professional  staff  strives  to  help  these 
clients  attain  the  goals  of  vocational  and  social  independence. 


The  long  arm  of  the  Sight  Center’s  Community  Serv- 
ices Department  touched  hundreds  of  blind  persons 
through  committee  sponsored  and  independent  groups 
and  clubs.  The  volunteer  was  the  mainstay  of  most 
programs.  (A)  Driving,  (B)  treating  clients  to  an  evening 
with  the  cast  of  Karamu  or  (C)  blind  and  sighted  pro- 
gram chairmen  jointly  planning  a club  activity  were 
just  a few  of  the  jobs  they  shouldered.  (D)  The  NASA 
exhibit  gave  an  insight  into  our  space  program  — often- 
times unimaginable  to  the  visually  handicapped.  (E) 
The  teens  benefited  from  a physical  fitness  program 
during  the  summer  months.  (F)  Prevention  of  blind- 
ness, etc. 


A A worm  is  just  as  slimy  to  a blind  child  as  to  a sighted  — 
just  ask  any  of  the  521  blind  persons  who  participated  in  ac- 
tivities at  Highbrook  Lodge  during  1966.  Nine  camping  trips 
spelled  out  swimming,  hiking,  bowling,  crafts  and  just  plain 
relaxing  for  those  in  attendance. 


A WKYC-NBC  television  tour  of  the  Talking 
Garden  was  just  one  of  more  than  a dozen  radio 
and  TV  presentations  featuring  the  Cleveland 


B Eight  deaf/blind  campers  attended  one  session  and  their 
fellow  blind  campers  learned  the  manual  alphabet  to  converse 
with  them.  A new  water  fountain  was  installed  and  a new  well 
was  drilled,  providing  permanent,  adequate  water  supply. 

C Camp  facilities  were  not  limited  to  summer.  Weekend  camp- 
outs  throughout  the  year  by  adults  and  teens  were  regular 
occurrences.  The  Sterling  Committee  served  up  40  turkey  din- 
ners and  some  entertainment  at  a Highbrook  Thanksgiving  party. 


Society  for  the  Blind  services  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Public  Education  & Information  dept,  dur- 
ing 1966.  More  than  12,000  persons  received  the 
semi-monthly  Sight  Center  Newsletter.  New  bro- 
chures on  Mobility  and  Home  Teaching  were 
developed  and  a sales  presentation  brochure 
on  the  Snack  Bar  program  was  printed.  Five  ad- 
ditional brochures  were  brought  up  to  date. 
Newspaper  coverage  hit  an  all-time  high  with 
more  than  150  articles  appearing  in  17  daily 
and  weekly  publications.

A Snack  bars  mean  food— food  means  commissary— and  that's 
where  it  all  begins  — nearly  280,000  sandwiches  were  prepared 
here  and  sold  in  the  29  snack  bars. 

B Two  new  refrigerated  trucks  were  purchased  by  the  Food  Serv- 
ice Division  in  1966. 

C Filling  the  shelves  is  only  part  of  the  job  of  the  51  snack  bar 
managers  and  relief  personnel.  Their  salesmanship  boosted  snack 
bar  sales  to  a total  of  $1,175,392.00  an  increase  of  $133,614  with 
increased  earnings  of  approximately  $500  per  man.  This  made  pos- 
sible a total  wage  payment  of  $275,838  to  blind  persons  in  the  Divi- 
sion. 

D One  of  the  two  new  snack  bars  opened  in  1966  — four  were  remod- 
eled and  two  relocated.  Total  independence  — an  integrated  part 
of  our  community— the  workers  who  operate  these  snack  bars 
paid  out  more  than  $26,546  in  withholding  taxes  in  1966.
